In 1999 16,000 cases of distraction 
burglary were reported in England and 
Wales.

The 
exact figures are probably 4-5 times 
higher than this as a lot of people are 
afraid to admit that they have been taken 
in! 

One family of distraction burglars 
from the Midlands made 3.5 million 
pounds.

erly who live alone and who may well 
keep large amounts of cash in their 
homes. Having said that, these people 
can be very convincing and many a 
younger person has been taken in. 

How can we deter these people?
